Peace negotiations with the Russians will not be re- 


sumed immediately by the Germans, and guerilla warfare 
probably will be instituted by the Bolsheviki to impede the 
German advance, which apparently is not moving as swift- 
ly as in the first days of the week. The-Germans, however; 
are meeting with little resistance on the-long line, and A-UH- . 
trian and Ukrainian troops are" approaching Kiev. 
- ; 


It is announced semi-officially from Berlin that Dr. von 


Kuehlmann, the foreign secretary, has gone to Bucharest 
to discuss pe&ce with a Rumanian emissary and, therefore,. 
resumption of negotiations with", the Bolsheviki will have 
to be postponed. Leon Trctzky, the Bolsheviki foreign min- 
ister, is reported to have left Petrograd for Dvmsk to seek 
an early conference with the Germans. 


Bolsheviki resistance seemingly depends on whether 


the Germans will accept readily the capitulation of the gov- 
. ernment. 
It is apparent, however, that the Germans, with 


the Rumanian negotiations as an excuse, are going to push 
their campaign in the Baltic provinces before answering the 
Russians. In the region east and north of Dvinsk and along 
the Gulf of Finland, the Germans -have advanced farther 
than in the south, where east of Minsk they pe nearing the 
line of the Bereaina, in crossing which in 1812 Napoleon 
suffered'a serious defeat while retreating from Moscow. 


With the regular army and navy seriously demoralized 


the Bolsheviki leaders are placing their faith in the Red 
Guards and guerilla warfare by the inhabitants of the in- 
vaded districts. The Russian commander of the northern 
front reports the Germans advancing in detachments of . 
from 100 to 200 men and not as regimental units. 


Except for artillery duels there has been no fighting 


activity on the western front. In the American sector the 
bombardment by the big guns continues, German raiders 
were dispersed by American fire, while rain has put a tern- . 
porary halt to the intense aerial activity. A trench mortar 
shell has caused the death of three Americans and the 


• wounding of four others. British airmen have accounted 
for nine more enemy airplanes, bringing their total for the 
last six days to nearly 100. There has been no let-up in 
the intensive bombing of German airdromes and other tar- 
gets.

THE CONSTITUTION, FREE SPEECH AND 


PROFITS 


I 


P you happen to be on one side of the fence these days you can 
quote the constitution,—if on the other you can't. 


There are certain things in the constitution of the United 


States about the rights of free speech and the right of assem- 
blage* Anyone, however, who undertakes to make a constitu- 
tional argument these days about those rights has hard sledding 
and is called pro-German and disloyal. We are told that in a 
time of <var constitutional guaranties must be held in abeyance 
or must be suspended. And so men who have insisted upon 
their rights have been driven out of halls, threatened with 
lynching and generally humiliated. 


When the profits of the profiteers are endangered, however, 


the old constitution is trotted out in a hurry and suave lawyers 
begin to spin finely drawn and technical arguments as to whether 
taxes cnn be 'levied for a certain purpose," whether "a tax that 
isn't uniform" is constitutional, etc., etc. 


There is before the legislature a proposition to raise $1,000,- 


000 by the application of the income tax principle rather than by 
bond issue. The bills propose to raise this money on incomes in 
excess cf 525,000. A hearing was held before the finance com- 
mittee yesterday. 


The committee was informed that the bills providing for 


the income tax are unconstitutional. 
It matters not that the 


sentiment in the state of Wisconsin favors appropriating some 
of these huge profits to the uses of government. 
F. H. Clausen, 


president of_th«LWisconsin Manufacturers' association, made an 
argument against the income tax bills. • Mr. Clausen represents 
the big interests of the state and incidentally, he is prominent in 
the work of the Wisconsin Loyalty legion. Mr. Clausen doesn't 
believe that any application of the income tax principle that will 
take any money from his friends is constitutional. And yet Mr. 
Clausen nodded approvingly recently when a man was driven 
i'rom his home town of Horicon for insisting on his rights of free 
speech. 


That is the sort of thing in Wisconsin that brings a social- 


ist to the legislature from Marathon county. That is the sort of 
thing that is going to bring more if a new viewpoint isn't at- 
tained in a hurry. The big interests must recognize.that there 
are ceriain rights that they will have to forego in a time of war. 
They must recognize that they cannot invoke tne constitution 
to protect them in the making of huge profits and then use the 
same constitution to deny the rights of free speech to those who 
want to criticize the making of huge profits in a time of war. 
That has been done in Wisconsin in the last year,—but 'that 
reign of terror is rapidly disappearing.
